2. Attached is a sample menu proposed by GSI for the Sit Down Dining 
Room as part of an upgrading of service in this dining area starting on 20 April 
1970. In addition to new kitchen equipment, which was installed during the past 
year, GSI is also dressing up the dining area with new salt and pepper shakers, 
sugar bowls, ashtrays, breadbaskets, and lazy susans with salad dressings, etc. 

It is their intention to consider using table linens as well, depending on their 
success in increasing patronage. 

3. Records have reflected an average patronage of only 88 persons per day 
for quite some time, and it was hoped that improving the equipment, the appoint- 
ments , and the menu would increase the patronage enough to make it worthwhile to 
continue to operate the service dining area. 

4. In connection with the above, GSI suggested that we might want to consider 
giving the room a name; and this item, together with the sample menu, was passed 
to the Cafeteria Committee for suggestions. The Committee unanimously endorsed 
the menu and submitted the following names: 

a. The Rendezvous Room 

b. The Sportsman Room 

c. Hie Insider Room 

a. The Tallyho Room 

e. The Cloak and Dagger Room 

f. The Potomac Room 

g. The Dogwood Room 

h. The Cardinal Room 

i. The Magnolia Room 

Of the above list, The Rendezvous Room’ was suggested as the most appropriate.
